DESPOTIC AND IDIOTIC.

HE postal department has made a ruling in re- 
lation to second-class mail matter which out- 


herods anything that was ever attempted by the 
most despotic government on the face of the earth. 
It is in fact a combination of the despotic and idiot- 
ic. It is simply this; that the subscription to any 
publication entered as second-class mail matter must 
be discontinued when the time for which it is paid 
in advance has expired ! Shades of Nero, and oth- 
er historical tyrants and of all departed damphools 
as well, preserve us! A newspaper publisher must 
not exercise his own judgment as to whom he will 
extend credit, but must permit his business depart- 
ment to be ru:i hv a government official at Wash- 
ington1

1-. -AC!! forbid a merchant to send through 


the mails a small package of goods to a customer 
unless the money accompanied the order. It would 
be a precisely a parallel case. The ruling is con- 
trary to a 1 of the postal laws and former rulings, 
and is in direct opposition to the law which protects 
the subscriber, by relieving him of the responsibil- 
ity of paying for the paper by refusing to take it 
from the post office, and requiring the postmaster 
to notify the publisher of the fact. 
It is an unpre- 


cedented outrage upon publishers of legitimate 
newspapers and periodicals, and upon their sub- 
scribers and advertisers as well. Kvery newspaper, 
and especially those published outside of large 
cities, have subscription patrons who are, through 
neglect or other causes, in arrears, but who are per- 
fectly good for their indebtedness, and who would 
rightfully feel insulted if their paper was stopped 
because of failure of punctual pavment, which in 
nine cases out of ten is due to other reasons than 
indifference or intent to defraud the publisher. 


Of-course such an outrageous ruling will not 


hold, but it emphasises the necessity, to which The 
Journal has heretofore urged, of a revision of the 
postal laws, especially in regard to the second-class 
mail service, and if this last mandate from the de- 
partment does not arouse congress to immediate 
action, nothing short of a baker's dozen of Jove's 
most

desuetude.

RECONCENTRATION PROPOSED. 


*T"rHK reports come persistently from the Philip- 


* 
pines that the authorities are yielding ,o the 


policy of reconcentration; they are not satisfied 
with the headway they are otherwise making; the 
Filipinos continue to refuse to yield their indepen- 
dence, although we have frequently issued proc- 
lamations for their good. 
They maintain that a 


state of war still exists, and, sooth to say, they come 
pretty near proving it. They declare that they are 
struggling for their liberty, a weaker against a 
mightier people, which latter, have come to their 
homes, requiring them to yield to subjection. 
The 


poor ignorant creatures evidently believe what they 
say. 
The Americans are, in their defective eyes, 


the agressors, and unjustly, and they are resorting 
to all the devises known to them which seem likely 
best to promote their cause. Instead of coming en 
masse out in the open to be shot down bv the over- 
powering numbers of the invader, they form in 
smaller and more numerous bands, and do the en- 
emy in sight the greatest possible annoyance as a 
practice in war. That was the way the Cubans 
held out so long against the superior strength num- 
bers and equipment of the Spaniards, and that is 
the way the Boers are so valiantly contending 
against the British. 
Impatient beyond what seem- 


ed to them possible endurance, General Weylerput 
into effect the reconcentration policy. It was ex- 
plained that he had found that these people were 
so food of their wives and children that they would 
yield rather than see them suffer. 
Upon this pre- 


text that these non-combatants in their treachery to 
their masters, were furnishing their husbands, fsth- 
ers and brothers aid and comfort in the way of food 
and equipment, whenever they could do so stealth- 
ily. They were rounded up virtually as prisoners 
of war and from time to time one or more of them 
was permitted to escai-c that the tidings of their 
miserable condition might be spread. The Ameri- 
can people and the government denounced this 
practice as it ouglu to be denounced. It is bting 
practiced in South Africa wheie a policy of exter- 
mination is belie\ed to be the only way of cvercon- 
quering that people, and it 
i<- officially admitted 


that it is to be undertaken in the most troublesome 
of the Philippine districts or provinces. It will be 
a sorry clay when the United State* permits such a 
policy to be exploited
